It was officially announced in Stockholm last night 
that the waters between the Swedish north-east- 
ern coast and the Aaland Islands have been min- 
ed. As Finland has mined waters between the 


Aaland Islands and the Finnish coast, the Gulf is | 
now completely closed. 


In addition, Sweden has_ extin- 
guished all navigational lights on 
the east coast of Sweden, and has 
ordered partial mobilisation, on a 
scale which will bring 40,000 addi- 
tional. men to the Colours immediate- 
ly and further contingents shortly. 

The Defence Minister, in an 
official statement, said that strong . 
reinforcéments had been sent to 
the coastal fortifications, and se- 
veral areas inside Swedish terri- 
torial waters have been mined, In 
addition to the Aaland Island field. 

Preparations have also been com- 
pleted for the. evacuation of the en- 
tire civilian population of Stockholm 
should the need arise.—Reuter.

Lord Halifax On Britain’s War And 


PROFOUNDLY SHOCKED BY | 
— SOVIET’S ATTACK ON 
FINLAND: RIGHTING WRONGS 


“London, To- day. 


REPLYING TO THE DEBATE in the House of Lords 
on the war and our peace aims the Foreign Se- 
cretary, Lord Halifax, said he would summarize 
what the British war purposes appeared to him 


to be. 
Lord Halifax continued: 


“We desire. the peoples 


who have been deprived of their independence 


to recover their liberties. 


“’‘We desire to redeem 


the people of Europe from this constant fear of 
German aggression, and we desire to safeguard 
our own freedom and security. 

_ “It is quite true to say we do not seek aggrandise- 
ment and to redraw the map in our own interests, 


and still less are we 
vengeance. 


- "On the contrary, if Germany is 
able to restore the confidence which 
she has destroyed, we aim at a settle- 
ment which will encourage her to 
take her rightful place in Europe, and 
we wish to create an- international 
order in which all peoples will be 
secure under a reign of law in which 
they might determine their political 
and economic life free from the in- 
terference of more powerful neigh- 
bours. 

“To this we would be willing 
to give our best In full co- 
‘operation with other nations, In- 
cluding Germany, to the work of — 
reconstruction, politically and 
economically. 

Only by that means do we believe 
the ordered international life of 
Europe can be preserved. 

“That general framework will be 
found in the speeches of members of 
’ the Opposition just as much’ as in 
speeches by those who speak for the 
Government and in the views  ex- 


pressed in statements made on behalf 


of the Dominions. 
DALADIER DECLARATION 

“Tt will be found in the declaration 
of M. Daladier and French leaders of 
all parties, and I do not believe it 
_ will meet’ with dissent in any Allied 

quarter. 

. “This declaration represented the 
essential principles of a satisfactory 
and lasting peace. 

“T most devoutly hope the sacrifices 
of this war will lead to a truer ap- 
preciation of Christian values. 

“As to the precise terms upon 
which this country would be willing 
to end the war to-day, His Majesty, 
the other day, in answering the peace 
proposals of the King of the Belgians 


and the Queen of the Netherlands, 
said that it was not his wish nor that’ 


of his Government for the war to 
continue a day longer than was 
necessary.” 

Proceeding, Lord Halifax said the 
answer to the question on what con- 
ditions this country would lay down 
ayms was given by M. Daladier in the 
speech he made a few days ago. 

He said France, and he might have 
added the United Kingdom, would 
lay down her-arms when she could 
treat with a government whoss signa- 
ture could ‘be trusted.

From September 3 to De- 
cember 3, 1939, Royal Naval 
losses amounted to nine ves- 
sels, totalling 73,886 tons. 


They included two over-age war- 
ships, the aireraft-carrier Courageous 
and the battleship Royal Oak, both 
of whom were torpedoed, and four 
other ships lost by mines. 

Thus the tosses at the -begin- 
ning of this war were Httle more 
than half the tonnage and less 
than half the number of ships 
as in the same period in the 
last war, 

The margin of superiority of the 
Allied fleets is immeasurably greater 
to-day than in 1914.—Reuter.

The exhibitors are both Chinese and 
Occidentals, mainly residents of 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, who mcet

Those 
with pet theories on the subject might 
try to distinguish the work of the 
Chinese photographers from that of 
their Occidental cousins, and vice 
versa. Members of the press who 
tried it last night found thatit is pos- 
sible to be positive in only a few 
cases—and then one is generally

Some of the photographs on_ dis- 
play—those marked with a gold as- 
terisk—are being sent to salons abroad 
as a representative collection of pho- 
graphy from China and of subjects 
peculiar to this part of the world. 

It is true that not a few of the un-

THE VANISHING. 
DESMOND FAMILY 


By. VINCENT TOWNE

One of the most baffling disappear- 
ance mysteries of the‘past century: in- 
volved nine members of the same 
family—a mother, her five children, 
her nephew, niece and __ the latter's 
mother, : 

~ t + 7 
This enigma of the vanished Des- 
. mond family dates back to 1835, in 
which year two brothers, , Daniel 
Joseph and James T. Desmond were 
sharing an office at 99 Spruce Street, 
Philadelphia. James’ became but a 
struggling merchant and died poor. 
Daniel became a prominent lawyer 
and when he died left an estate valued 
at $20,000 which to this day remains 
unsettled, because his daughter, Mary, 
and the widow and five children of his 
brother completely and mysteriously 
vanished. 


In 1841, Daniel had become consul 
general for His Holiness, Pope Piux 
IX. The Philadelphia directory for 
1844 described him as “consul general 
for the Pope, vice consul for Sardinia, 
consul for Austria, Portugal and 
Tuscany.” . It was during an epidemic 
“of cholera which swept Philadelphia 
in 1849 and 1850 that he fell a victim 
to the Black Angel. 


Years previously, he had married a 
Miss Pink Blyden, daughter of Gover- 
nor General Blyden of the West Indies. 
Of eight children born to the couple 
five died in infancy. Daniel’ was sur- 
vived by his wife and the remaining 
three ‘children — Mary, Edward and 
Henry. They and their mother 
continued to reside in Philadelphia 
until 1864, when they moved to New 
York, but, with the exception of 
Edward, definite trace of all of them 
is lost from that date; 


Records of the War Department 
show that Edward enlisted in the Army 
on November 16, 1865, and that when 
his term of enlistment ended in 1868 
he re-entered the ranks, He died at 
one of the Western posts. During the 
entire time that he was in the service 

‘he had been stationed in the Far West, 
and for this reason he was not present 
when either his mother or his brother 
Henry died.. But it is known that he 
wrote many letters purposed to locate’ 
-his sister, Mary, and was not success- 
ful, ; ms 


While misfortune was thus visiting 
the family of Daniel Desmond, that of 
his brother, Joseph, was having trou- 
bles, too. James died not long after 
Daniel, and was survived by his 
widow and five _children—Clement, 
Joseph, James, Charles and Mar? L. 
They were not left in comfortable cir- 
cumstances and so, like the family of 
Daniel, they removed to New York, 
that they might be near their rela- 
tiver. Jt is not quite certain just when 
this migration took place, but they 
were in New York ‘at the time Mrs. 
Pink Blyden Desmond died, for the 
latter daughter, Mary, made her home 
with them after the death of her 
mother. : 


But not only Mary but her aunt 
and five cousins thereafter vanished 
without leaving the slightest trace. 

The house in which this branch of 
the Desmond family lived became a 
place of mystery, and neighbours 
found unending interest in peering 
through the windows, as though ex- 
pecting to find some solution of the 
mystery inside. 


It hardly seemed possible that seven 
persons could disappear so completely. 
Mary was-said to have taught school 
In New York for a number of years 
previous té her mother's death; but a 
eareful sedrch af the records of the 
public and parochial schools failed to 
show that she was a teacher at any 
‘time. Her name did - no 

“even . appear “in any of the 
“New Yotk City directories. For 
that matter, heither did those .of her 
mother, brother, aunt or five cousins. 
Five hundred Desmond families liv- 
ing in the United States and Canada 


“were questioned by letter. The results
